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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, species 3, claims 31-39 in the reply filed 
on 3/7/2008 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-30 and 40-82 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention and species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 3/7/2008. 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded that the Abstract should be directed to the currently claimed invention 
(elected inventions) upon allowance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

Claims 31-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Templeton 
et al. (US 5679940A) in view of Schnall (US 2002/01 16323A1) as applied in the previous office 
action. See prior office action for specific citations and reasoning. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/10/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

With regards to Applicant's argument that Templeton does not teach or suggest various 
combinations of features as recited in the independent claims of the present application, 
Examiner disagrees. Templeton discloses a second scoring model that is different than a first 
scoring model that is invoked and or selected (see figures 6-10 and col 29).
